discussion among medical authorities 
follows the latest report of ideptifi- 
ration of the germ of influenza,'an- 
nounced at the University of Chicago. 


Thir gcvm long has ben sought and 


there have been other hopeful reports 
previously. 


Dr. Isidore S. Falk, 30-ycar-oW pro- 


fessor of bacteriology at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, is standing on the 
report he made to a scientific society 
at, the university: that lit! has definite- 
ly isolated the germ. 


The next step, which should go far 


toward settling the discussion, is to 
use Ihe germs to seek remedies for 
flu. The nature of the remedies will 
depend on what is learned' of the 
manner in which the germ causes the 
disease, particularly whether it is by 
secreting a poison. 


Influenx.a is said by some students 


to be one of the oldest diseases known 
to man. 


Hippocrates studied it and thought 


it came .from the atmosphere. 
^r."jTjTWalsh declares that there 
is a great deal of evidence to show 
that it was the plague which swept 
Jho Greeks as they set out for Troy. 


• Noah Webster wrote a two volume 
•work on influenza after a long study 
"of its history. Webster, like Hippoc- 
.rales, thought that it was produced 
by atmospheric conditions, particular- 
ly by "electrical influences" follow- 
ing volcanic eruptions, comets, earth- 
quakes, "or other such phenomena." 


The position of the planets, also, 


"might-have some relation 
to it," 


Webster said. 


Immanuel Kant, the great mathe- 


matician and philosopher, also made 
an intensive study of the disease. The 
name "influenza," which is taken from 
the Italian for "influence," was not 
formally bestowed upon the disease 
until 1782, and its choice indicates that 
the older theories of atmospheric and 
planetary "incluence" were accept- 
ed to some extent at that time.

5 ,is said by some authorities* to have 
been an epidemic of virulent influ- 
enza. During this epidemic nearly 
half of the 160,000 people who re- 
mained in the city during the time 
it was rampant died. 


It was estimated1 that 500,000 per- 


sons in the United States and 10,- 
000,000 the world over died during the 
wartime epidemic of influenza and 
other diseases which "flu weakness" 
brought on.

A group of Communists demonstrated in front of the 


White House in Washington the othm- day, protesting against 
our occupation of Haiti.

paper on the country. 


President Hoover took them off again by having them 


released. His cool judgement instantly told him that putting 
them in jail only advertised them.

By letting the Communists meet 
freely and talk their-heads off the Cleveland police muzzled 
them very effectively. 


That is the way it always works. If someone with whose 


policies you do not agree wants to make a speech, by all 
means let him. If you try to suppress him you simply give 
him a lot of very valuable advertising.

WASHINGTON—During the recent 


period of the Progressive-Democratic 
roaUlicp'-! success in controlling the 
Sfnate it must have ocurecl to many 
persons to wonder why no corres- 
ponding coalition had been organized 
in the House. 


There arc only 96 men in'the Sen- 


ate and yet 15 or 16 Republican-there 
have been found willing to join the 
insurgent group in voting with the 
Democrats on the 
tariff bill. But 


there are 435 members of the House 
and although there are two or three 
who sometimes get 
up 
and'holler 


about one thing or 
another there 


does not appear to be one single -in- 
surgent. That is. not one who dares 
consistently to defy his party organ- 
ization. 


Although this situation would seem 


most satisfactory to the administra-
